A DAD of three has been left with 
two deep wounds after being bit¬ 
ten by a dog while out on a morn¬ 
ing run in Harlow - yet its owner 
walked away. 

The incident happened on Sat¬ 
urday (June 23) morning when 
Chris Parks, 40, was out running 
along Tillwicks Road - heading 
from Bush Fair in the direction of 
The Stow. 

“On Saturday morning I had 
gone out for a nice long run - 
about ten miles,” said Mr Parks. 

“I was coming from Bush Fair 
and heading down towards The 
Stow. 

“If you were taking the route I 
was, I was on the right hand side 
of the roundabout.” 

Mr Parks said he was waiting 
for a gap in the traffic in order to 
cross the road when he came level 
with a woman on a middle island 
who was walking a long-haired 
Alsatian on a lead. 

“There’s an island in the 
middle, you’ve got traffic going 
either way, and I’m pretty sure we 
met on the island in the middle - 
that’s when the dog leapt up and 
bit me,” he said. 

“A lot of blood came out my 
arm.” 

The dog left a total of four injur¬ 
ies on Mr Parks’ right arm includ¬ 
ing two deep wounds on his 
forearm. 


He said: “I’ve got two deep punc¬ 
ture wounds and then two more 
grazed wounds on the back of my 
arm. 

“It’s as if you were going to put a 
drip into your arm, the vein there, 
just above that one. 

“I would describe the shape of 
the wound as a bit like an eye 
shape. 

“It’s probably the size of an eye 
as well.” 

Mr Parks said the owner of the 
Alsatian immediately apologised 
and offered to take him to hospital 
after he told her that he was going 
to call for an ambulance. 

Apologetic 

“At first she was really apo¬ 
logetic, she was like ‘oh my God, 
I’m really sorry, I’m really sorry,”’ 
Mr Parks continued. 

“The first thing I said was I’m 
ringing the police, then I said I’m 
ringing an ambulance and then 
she offered to take me to hos¬ 
pital. 

“I was trying to fumble around 
to get my phone off my arm 
because it was in my running 
pouch and as I’m ringing [for an 
ambulance] that’s when she’s 
gone ‘oh my God, you’re ringing 
an ambulance.’ 

“She said ‘you’re wasting their 
time, there’s people dying out 
there’ and that’s when she walked 
off.” 

Mr Parks headed for the 
Phoenix pub and waited for ambu¬ 




lance staff to arrive. 

He was treated for minor injur¬ 
ies and taken to hospital for 
checks, although he did not 
receive stitches due to bacteria 
and the potential for infection 
from a dog bite. 

He was advised instead to keep 
changing the dressing. 

The ambulance operator 
informed the police of the incid¬ 
ent and they later called Mr Parks 
for further information as they 
launched an investigation. 

Mr Parks said he has “never felt 
pain like it” and has been left 
unable to pick up and hold his 
three-year-old son, who currently 
has chicken pox. 

He also said that he has been 
struggling to pick up a cup of tea 
due to the pain. 

A similar incident happened to 
his father-in-law a few years ago 
who was also bitten on the leg by a 
dog and hopes that something like 
this doesn’t happen again. 

He continued: “The dog was on 
the lead and I think the same with 
my father-in-law, the dog was on a 
lead but they’re powerful animals 
and if the owner is not expecting 
it. 

“I’ve got children myself and 
everyone we’ve spoken to has said 
what if that was one of your kids 



or what if it was my child? 

“It could be anyone couldn’t it? 

“I just don’t want this happen¬ 
ing again. 

“This owner needs to take 
responsibility and especially with 
walking off and the dog a little bit 
as well I suppose. 

“I know the dog is acting nat¬ 
urally but still maybe it should be 
muzzled or something like that.” 


He describes the dog owner as 
older than 30, around 5ft tall, of a 
bigger build and having mousey 
blonde hair. 

Reports 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
said: “We were called to reports a 
man had been bitten by a dog in 
Tillwicks Road, Harlow, at around 
10.25am on Saturday, June 23. 


“The man, who is in his 40s, had 
been walking along the road when 
what has been described as an 
Alsatian dog bit him on the arm 
causing it to bleed. 

“If you have any information 
about the incident please call us 
on 101 quoting the crime refer¬ 
ence number 42/88187/18 or 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111.”

Two facing manslaughter 


TWO men have been charged with 
manslaughter following a fatal brawl 
outside a Harlow pub last year. 

Anton Collins, 26, of Hookfield, Har¬ 
low, and Jack Jordan, 24 of Davenport, 
Harlow, have been summoned to 
appear at court following an assault at 
10.40pm outside the Poplar Kitten pub 
on Tawneys Road on August 17, 2017. 

Both will face a charge of man¬ 
slaughter and Collins is also facing a 
charge of causing actual bodily harm. 
Andrew Watt, 48, from Harlow, 
suffered a head injury after a fight 
broke out and was airlifted to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital in Cambridge where 
he died two days later. 

Following Mr Watt’s death, officers 
launched a manslaughter investiga¬ 
tion. 

Mr Watts’ wife has previously 
spoken publicly after the loss of her 
‘gorgeous’ husband. 

She said: “Tragically my best friend 
and gorgeous husband was taken 
away from me.

“We had only been married for eight 
weeks. Our wedding day was the most 
amazing day of our lives. He was the 
love of my life. Andy was the most 
infectious person I have ever known. 
He was loving, caring, funny, and a 
fantastic friend, brother, nephew and 
son.

‘Fence put up 
after car crash 


is dangerous’

A TEMPORARY plastic fence 
branded as ‘dangerous’ has been 
left in place for more than four 
months following a crash in Har¬ 
low that left a man fighting for his 
life. 

Emergency services were 
called on Saturday, February 24, 
to a collision on Cambridge Road, 
near to the junction of Hart Road, 
after a car, thought to be a Mini, 
swerved to avoid a vehicle. 

The driver is said to have lost 
control and collided with street 
furniture. 


Two people were trapped in the 
vehicle, according to Essex 
County Fire and Rescue, and one 
man was taken to hospital in Lon¬ 
don in a life-threatening condi¬ 
tion. 

Nearby railings were damaged 
during the collision and, although 
a temporary plastic fence was put 
in place, it is yet to be fixed - 
sparking concern from one res¬ 
ident. 

Fencing 

Stuart Crook, 74, who lives in 
Old Harlow, said: “Because all the 
railings were taken out, Essex 
County Council came out and put 


this temporary fencing down 
there and it’s been there ever 
since.” 

Mr Crook has contacted Essex 
County Council in the hope of 
getting the damaged fencing 
fixed, however he said he was told 
there are no plans to replace the 
railings at this stage. 

“I spoke to a guy last week there 
and all he said is that we’ve got a 
default number but we’ve got no 
plans to replace anything,” added 
Mr Crook. 

“It’s such an eyesore and I think 
it’s dangerous. 

“If any children leant on it they 
could go straight down the bank, 



especially with the children’s hol¬ 
idays coming up. 

“It’s only held together with 
these cable ties and I think if 
children play there, it’s right next 
to the railway - it joins onto the 
railway bridge.” 

Roadworks 

Mr Crook said that the tem¬ 
porary orange plastic fencing 
doesn’t help the roadworks which 
are in place in and around the 
A414 on Edinburgh Way from 
Cambridge Road to the River Way 
roundabout. 

He added: “You can’t miss it. 


“It’s the bright orange and red 
plastic that’s all the way down 
there. 

“For anybody driving into Old 
Harlow - it’s an eyesore, it really 
is. 

“It doesn’t do our area any good 
to see something like that. 

“It’s bad enough with all our 
roadworks we’ve got here. 

“We can’t help the roadworks 
but something like this, I think it 
can easily be replaced.” 

Although no date to replace the 
fencing has been set yet, plans are 
in place to have it fixed as soon as 
possible. 


A spokeswoman for Essex High¬ 
ways said: “Following damage 
caused to the fencing in a col¬ 
lision, Essex Highways is arran¬ 
ging for a supplier company to 
repair or replace the damaged 
fence. 

“We will also seek to recover the 
cost of the replacement works 
from the insurers of the driver 
who caused the damage. 

“Work will be carried out as 
soon as possible.” 

A driver arrested on suspicion 
of causing serious injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving was released 
under investigation.

Water issues at 


scrapyard blaze

FOUR fire engines were called to a scrapyard which 
had caught fire and continued burning due to low 
water supplies. 

Firefighters started battling the blaze in the 
Foster Street area early evening on Wednesday, June 
27, with clouds of black smoke spreading over the 
countryside. 

Four fire crews were dispatched, two from Harlow 
and one each from Old Harlow and Epping, to battle 
the blaze at around 6.31pm. 

When firefighters arrived they were met with a 
stack of timber, a diesel tank and scrap cars alight, 
and worked quickly to move gas cylinders away 
from the blaze. 

Despite low water supplies they stopped the fire 
spreading to other units in the same area. 

Crews created a shuttle travelling to the fire 
hydrant to collect the water to bring it back to the 
scene. 

Hot weather 

Station manager Richard Green said at the time: 
“It’s been unfortunate a large fire started in a 
scrapyard and fire crews have been working really 
hard in the hot weather and conditions, but we have 
got the fire surrounded. 

“It will be burning for another three to four hours 
due to poor water supplies and we’re struggling but 
we are dealing with it. 

“We’re doing the best we can; the crews have done 
really well at stopping it spreading from other areas 
and other properties. 

“We will carry out an investigation when it is cool 
enough to walk on. 

“We have a water shuttle which is travelling 
backwards and forwards to fill up and supply the 
engine.” 

The Control Room at Essex County Fire and 
Rescue received dozens of emergency calls report¬ 
ing the fire as it could be seen from as far as the 
Mil. 

An investigation will be carried out to find the 
cause of the fire.

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Closure forces NHS patients 
to move to a new surgery 

MP criticises shutting Osier House surgery as ‘terrible and short-sighted decision’

PATIENTS of a Harlow GP sur¬ 
gery have now all been allocated a 
new practice following its unex¬ 
pected closure. 

Osier House in Potter Street 
closed its doors on April 30 after 
The Practice Group - the com¬ 
pany that owned it - requested to 
end its contract. 

All patients have since been 
registered with a new practice, 
which include surgeries in Bush 
Fair and Church Langley. 

Plans to shut the surgery were 
branded as “terrible” by the likes 
of Harlow MP Robert Halfon who 
said: “I think the closure of Osier 
House is a terrible and short¬ 
sighted decision. 

Surgery 

“Harlow is a rapidly expanding 
town and it makes no sense to 
close a surgery which has been 
serving the Potter Street com¬ 
munity for over 60 years.” 

Similarly, the decision was met 
with outrage by patients who felt 
they were kept in the dark about 
the plans. 

However, despite protesters 
gathering outside the surgery to 
demonstrate against plans to 
close it, all patients were required 
to register with another practice 
of their choice by March 29 or be 
allocated a local surgery. 

In response to the public outcry, 


a spokeswoman for West Essex 
CCG reiterated the decision to 
close the surgery stemmed from 
the provider of medical services 
at Osier House serving six 
months’ notice on their contract. 

This was due to it not being 
“financially viable” for them to 


continue to run such a “small 
service”. 

The CCG took the decision to 
not seek another provider, instead 
opting to support patients in regis¬ 
tering with another practice 
nearby This was also done to 
ensure there was no delay to the 


planned regeneration of the area. 

All patients will be asked in one 
year’s time to complete a survey 
on the satisfaction of their new 
practice following the closure. 

A spokeswoman from the NHS 
West Essex Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group said: “The CCG 


Primary Care Team can confirm 
that all patients are now 
registered at another practice of 
their choice or allocated by the 
CCG to a new surgery. 

“This took place before Osier 
House closed on April 30, 2018. 

“All of the receiving practices 


have welcomed the new patients 
onto their lists. The CCG has 
asked the practices to survey the 
patients previously registered at 
Osier House on their satisfaction 
with their new practice later on in 
the year once they have had a 
chance to settle in.”

A PENSIONER would like to say 
thank you to the schoolboys who 
put out a fire in her back garden 
after her fence caught alight from 
the reflection of the sun. 

Anne Norton, 70, was watching 
the football at her home in Nich- 
olls Field on the afternoon of Fri¬ 
day, June 22, when two teenagers 
knocked on her door to alert her to 
the blaze. 

“I was watching the football on 
Friday and two schoolboys 
knocked on the door and said, ‘do 
you know your fence is on fire?’” 
said Mrs Norton. 

“They got some water and put it 
out for me.” 

Pictures show part of the fence 
completely destroyed and, 
although it was badly burnt, the 
teenagers managed to stop it 
before it could spread. 

Safety checks 

Mrs Norton, a widow, called the 
fire service who arrived at 4.11pm 
and made sure the fire was com¬ 
pletely extinguished and carried 
out safety checks. 

The fence has since been 
boarded up by Harlow Council 
and will soon be replaced. 

A firefighter who attended the 
blaze told Mrs Norton that a 
potential cause of the fire was a 
piece of coloured glass - possibly 
from a decorated flowerpot - that 
had reflected the sun. 

Mrs Norton would like to find 
her young heroes to say thank 
you, as she fears the fire, near to 
the cycle track, could have been a 
lot worse. 

“It is all fenced in so if nobody 
had seen it I would have been in a 
right mess,” added Mrs Norton. 

“I am so grateful to those young 
boys.” 

The teenagers are believed to be 
aged around 14 or 15 years old and 
at the time were wearing their 


school uniform. 

They are both described as 
being quite tall - one with dark 
hair and one with a blonde crew 
cut. 

A spokeswoman from Essex 
Fire and Rescue said: “Firefight¬ 
ers were called to a fence fire. 

“Approximately five metres of

the fence was damaged, but the 
fire did not spread. The cause of 
the fire was recorded as undeter¬ 
mined, but possibly caused by the 
sunlight shining on a glass 
object.”

Gang beats man after he saw fight 


A MAN sustained injuries to his 
face and hands after he was fol¬ 
lowed and assaulted by a number 
of men who had been involved in a 
fight outside a pub in Old Har¬ 
low.

The disturbance comes just 
days after a mass brawl outside 
Paringdon Sports and Social Club 
on Sunday, June 24, which left a 


man with serious injuries.

Fearsome V2 
rocket attack

Keeping your 
dog cool 

WITH hotter than usual 


temperatures Pets at Home 
is warning pet owners to 
take extra care in keeping 
their four-legged friends 
cool. 

Unlike humans, dogs 
cannot cool themselves by 
sweating. The main way a 
dog cools off is by panting. 
Unfortunately, panting is 
often not enough especially 
when the weather is much 
hotter than usual. 

Pets at Home’s top tips 
include: 

■ Look after your dog’s 
paws - It’s always best for 
your dog to avoid walking 
on hot asphalt or concrete, 
or on hot sand if you’re at 
the beach. These surfaces 
can easily burn your dog’s 
paws, causing blistering and 
pain. As their paws are the 
first thing to feel the heat, 
avoid hot surfaces to keep 
them clear of discomfort or 
more serious pain. 

■ Keep them comfortable at 
home - Whether in the 
garden or in an overheated 
conservatory, make sure 
your dog isn’t exposed to 
conditions where they can’t 
keep cool. If the room where 
your dog spends most of its 
time gets warm in summer, 
try closing the curtains or 
blinds, or giving them 
access to another part of 
your home. 

■ Know your dog’s coat 
type - Dogs with naturally 
thin hair can get sunburnt, 
and white dogs with fair hair 
and pink skin under their 
fur can too. Areas with little 
or no fur such as the ears, 
belly and nose, are more 
susceptible to burning. It’s 
always a good idea to know 
as much as possible about 
your dog’s breed and use a 
dog-friendly sunscreen if in 
doubt. 

■ Understand the brachy 
breed - Brachycephalic or 
'brachy’ dogs suffer from 
what’s known as 
brachycephalic airway 
syndrome, or BAS for short. 
The condition is found in 
breeds with short noses 
such as pugs, bulldogs, shih 
tzus and boxers. Due to 
their facial structure, brachy 
dogs do not breathe and 
pant efficiently and since 
panting is the primary way 
that dogs cool themselves

down, this places them at an 
extreme risk for developing 
heatstroke or heat 
exhaustion over the summer 
period. For more 
information on brachy 
breeds and what protective 
measures to take, visit the 
Pets at Home website or 
seek advice from a vet. 

■ Pick cooler periods of the 
day for walks - On hot days, 
walk your dog during the 
cooler parts of the day, early 
morning and late evening. 
This will help minimise the 
length of time your pet is 
exposed to the sun, 
reducing the chance of them 
overheating. 

■ Notice the signs - Watch 
your pet for signs of 
overheating, including 
heavy panting, excessive 
thirst or drooling, glazed 
eyes and loss of energy are 
all clues your dog is too 


warm. If you recognise these 
when on a walk for instance, 
stop, find a shady spot and 
give them some water. If in 
doubt, contact your vet. 

■ Never leave them in the 
car - Many people still 
believe that it’s ok to leave a 
dog in a car on a warm day 
if the windows are left open 
or they’re parked in the 
shade, but the truth is, it’s 
still a very dangerous 
situation for the dog. A car 
can become as hot as an 
oven very quickly, even 
when it doesn’t feel that 
warm.

TO engage young people in 
national and local elections, 
we must offer them a 
positive alternative vision to 
the struggles that they 
currently face. 

A major new report by the 
think take Demos titled Next 
Generation reveals that only 
half of young Britons feel 
that they live in a socially 
mobile society. 

In England, those going to 
university graduate with 
debts of over £50,000. When 
it comes to housing, young 
people are forced into 
cramped and expensive 
rented properties which 
leave them little possibility 
of saving for their own 
home. 

In outer London, home 
ownership for young people 
has collapsed from 53% to 
16%, and millennials from 
Harlow (those born in the 
80s) who work in London are 
faced with the most 
expensive annual season 
ticket per mile in the whole 
of the UK. 

Being a Harlow millennial 
myself, I understand the 
problems that young people 
face. Lor ten years, I lived in 
cramped shared flats and 
eventually was priced out of 
the rental market altogether. 

Over the years, I became 
disheartened by 
predominantly male, 
privileged, middle aged 
politicians making decisions 
for me. They didn’t engage 
me or any other young 
people I knew. Conversely, 
the Labour Manifesto and 
the opportunities it offers 


engaged me immensely; free 
education from cradle to 
grave, rent caps, publicly 
owned railways and a mass 
council housing building 
programme. 

And it isn’t just me who it 
inspired. Young people voted 
in swathes for Labour at the 
last general election. That 
enthusiasm helped to build 
Harlow Young Labour. As a 
group, we have raised money 
for the Streets2Homes, 
helped to fund the new 
dementia garden at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and host 


regular free film and music 
nights. We debate issues that 
are relevant and this is 
increasing youth 
engagement and political 
activity locally. 

As a young Labour 
Parliamentary Candidate, I 
hope that I will inspire 
young people to participate 
in politics. Often people say 
that all politicians are the 
same, but having grown up 
in Harlow and struggled 
myself, the only thing I’m 
the same as is the people I 
hope to represent.

THE issue of getting young 
people interested in national 
or local politics is I am afraid 
not just confined to the 
young. 

Only one third of the total 
electorate voted in the recent 
local elections in Harlow and 
a two thirds turnout at 
national elections is not far 
from the norm. Having 
campaigned in an election 
for the first time last May I 
found that most people I 
spoke to had one or more 
complaints or comments 
about politicians of all 
parties. Common themes 
included the fact that local 
councillors were not seen or 
heard of until elections were 
about to take place, the 
council and its councillors 
were not engaging or 
consulting with them when 
important decisions were to 
made on issues which 
affected them and those 
without access to the 
internet found it difficult to 
find what is going on within 
the council. 

Perhaps younger voters of 
today have even less of an 
interest in politics than those 
in the past due to the 
pressure to succeed in doing 
well in exams, the 
opportunities to travel and 
greater leisure time. It is not 
until they want to find a 
home of their own, start to 


use the health service more 
as they get older and have 
children of their own, that 
they start to realise just how 
important politics and 
politicians are in most 
aspects of daily life. However 
council’s like Harlow who 
seem not to want to involve 
any residents in the decision 


making process, must be put 
under pressure to use all 
methods to involve residents 
of all ages to participate in 
making decisions which 
affect them. The Harlow 
Alliance Party was formed in 
part to put such pressure on 
Harlow Council and its 
councillors.

School fundraising Art Cafe project 
offers plenty of food for thought 


YEARS 9, 10 and 11 art, 
photography, textiles and 
food technology students at 
Burnt Mill Academy in 
Harlow have been working 
on a special enterprise 
purely in the name of 
charity.

I cherished every 
moment I had with him and 
chose the charity in memory 
of him. It is a very important 
charity to me as they can 
help other families and 
people going through and 
suffering from the disease.”

Inspiring triple-jumper puts pupils through their paces 



WHO better to inspire 
children to get fit and active 
than a Team GB athlete. 

International triple jumper 
Daniel Lewis put pupils at 
Roydon Primary Academy, in 
Roydon, through their paces 
at circuit training recently. 

The Olympics 2020 
hopeful, who competed at 
the 2014 Commonwealth 
Games and has secured 45 
gold medals in his career, 
worked with every pupil to 
inspire them to find a 
passion for sport. 

He said: “Today is about 
getting children more active 
and having fun, as well as 
giving them some 
inspiration. The message is 
simple; that if they get some 
enjoyment and passion for 
something, they will 
naturally want to do it more. 

“It has been really good; 
the children are really 
enthusiastic.” 

During the visit, organised 
through Sports for Schools, 
Daniel wowed pupils by 
measuring out the distance 
he is able to triple jump. 

But, he told how at their 
age, he wasn’t the best at 
sport. He said: “I was into 
cartoons, my PlayStation and 
McDonalds. It wasn’t until 


later that I realised I had 
jumping ability when I 
competed in standing long 
jump at sports day. It was 
not until I reached 
secondary school that I even 
heard of triple jump. 

“At my first English 
Schools Championships, I 
came ninth. I remember 
looking at those in first, 
second and third places and 
thinking I could never be as 
good as them. I thought I 
might as well give up. My 
coach convinced me to 
dedicate myself to it. The 
following year, I came first 
and became the number one 
in Britain at the age of 16.” 

Pupils, who attended 
school in their sports kits for 
the visit, had spent a couple 
of weeks preparing for the 
circuits after watching a 
video sent to them by the 
athlete. 

They were sponsored to 
take part, raising money 
which will be split between 
the school for new sporting 
equipment and the athlete 
for Olympic preparations. 

PE specialist Elaine 
Luscombe said: “This is a 
great way to show children 
how easy it can be to do 
circuit training. They could 


do this at home as it does 
not require any equipment, 
it’s just all about moving 
their bodies. 

“I know they will go home 
from this and want to find 
out more about Daniel and 
his career. They will 


remember this day. It has 
been so inspiring. They will 
now be able to use what they 
have learnt as warm-ups in 
their PE lessons.” 

Head of school Michael 
Clark said: “Today is about 
getting pupils excited about 


exercise and sport. There 
have been lots of high fives 
and cheers; there is a real 
buzz around the school 
today. 

“Sport is a big deal at 
Roydon and this is just 
another opportunity to show 


our young people that 
getting physically active can 
be a lot of fun. 

“It has been a completely 
inclusive day, with Daniel 
showing pupils alternative 
exercises to try where 
necessary.” 
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How they 
envisaged a 
New Town 
for Harlow 


BACK in 2012 when I was in 
my final year of university, I 
set out to write my 
dissertation on Harlow New 
Town from an social, 
economic and architectural 
perspective, writes Ryan 
Karolak, of Harlow Museum. 

Recently, I’ve re-read it 
and wanted to reflect on 
some of the elements that 
made Harlow what it is 
today. 

Here is a excerpt from that 
dissertation relating to the 
initial design years and the 
people involved. 

The Master Plan of March 
25, 1947 - issued at the end 
of that year’s notoriously 
snowy and cold winter - was 
a template; governed by the 
stipulations of the New 
Towns Act to build upon the 
existing village of Harlow to 
the east towards north-east 
London and the nearby 
village of Epping. The 
content of the plan was 
largely numerical; with a 
population size of 60,000 to 
be set around four 
neighbourhood clusters 
averaging 15 dwellings per 
acre; two industrial sectors 
employing around a quarter 
of the population combined 
with the integration of small 
business outlets amongst the 
neighbourhoods; and the 
integration of road and cycle 
systems to accommodate 
civilian and commercial 
transport. 

The 6,000 acres of land was 
entirely green fields, with 
only the aforementioned 
village of Harlow with a 
population of 4,500 to be 
integrated into the first 
neighbourhood cluster of 
Mark Hall. 

All these facts were in the 
hands of the Harlow 
Development Corporation, 
which had the political and 
financial word when it came 
to realisation of this plan. 

As Gibberd describes when 
talking to Silkin in 
September 1946 “...the plan 
I was to prepare had to be 
unofficial because the 
preparation of a Master Plan 
was the task of the 


Development Corporation.” 
The Corporation was there 
to amend the “old system” of 
garden cities and keep 
Harlow economically and 
socially sustainable; allowing 
for a local district council to 
take on the continuing role 
of upkeep and progress in 
the future when the 
environment deemed it so. 

Away from the figures, the 
rhetoric of Gibberd creates 
an image of a town built for 
the service of its population 
in a new, healthy 
environment to which 
Britain’s can aspire to 
amongst the general feeling 
of “New Britannica” felt by 
the people. The plan states 
that: 

■ It is not a plan for the 
town. It is a plan of the 
framework to which it is 
proposed the town should 
conform... 

■ New Towns will solve the 
issue of London, making it 
the city it ought to be... 

■ In architecture we are 
primarily concerned with the 
spaces occupied by buildings 
- but further, as buildings 
have height we have to think 
of the spaces between them 
as volumes 

■ New Towns would create 
the future for Britain’s civic 
life and allow London to 
regain its former glory. 

Harlow, through the eyes 
of an architect, was not just 
dwellings and buildings. 

It was a connection of 
social and economic systems 
which architects had been 
pondering since ancient 
Greece and Gibberd 
acknowledged this 
significantly. This view 
shows through in his 
personal work, as well as the 
interviews conducted 
through “Harlow: Story of a 
New Town” where the ideas 
of the Master Plan are 
discussed. He states that “it 
would be hard to find a more 
favourable site” as the land 
was green; with a large size 
of 6,000 acres and existing 
transport links of road and 
rail (although in need of 
improvement).

In his own publication, 
“Frederick Gibberd: Town 
Design” he goes into more 
detail on how the lay of the 
land allows for natural and 
urban integration; with the 
volumes and heights of 
buildings allowing each to be 
defined and not negatively 
affect each other. He also 
refers back to the continuing 
theme of “self-sustained 
communities” in which the 
neighbourhood clusters sat, 
where the call for 
experiments and new 
thinking were paramount in 
New Towns like Harlow. 

The Neighbourhood 
cluster wasn’t just a set of 
terraces, facilities and 
communal areas like 
traditional town 
development. Forty different 
architectural firms were 
brought onto the project, 
each given strips of houses 
to design as they see fit for a 
New Town. Drawings 
presented showed two- and 
three-storey dwellings; brick 
and render facades with the 
potential for colour beyond 
the naked materials; giving 


small gardens in both the 
back and front of the 
dwelling. 

Houses were also built 
with state ownership in 
mind, allowing for the quick 
adoption of families from the 
London boroughs of Enfield, 
Hackney, and the like. The 
subject of volume discussed 
earlier was taken further, 
with plans for Britain’s first 
domestic tower block to 
feature in the first 
neighbourhood cluster by 
Gibberd adding to the 
architectural and 
sociological experimentation 
of the town. There were 
concerns to the silhouette of 
the landscape being affected 
by the height breaking up 
the feeling of the 
countryside, especially with 
the neighbourhood dwellings 
being on raised land against 
the transport links of road 
and cycle. 

On the other hand, the use 
of land use is considered as 
“advantages outweighing the 
disadvantages” plays into the 
experimentation that New 
Towns encapsulated that

time would only tell whether 
it was a sustainable sacrifice. 
This was an understandable 
concern for the local villages 
and agricultural workers 
wanting to keep a rural 
feeling in their environment 
which would have to deal 
with heavy industry on top 


of large-scale housing 
development.

I MOTH: AN EVOLUTION STORY 

by Isabel Thomasr, Bloomsbury 
Children's Books, £12.99. 

AS the opening of the book says: 
"This is a story of light and dark. 
Of change and adaptation, of 
survival and hope." 

It tells the story of how the 
peppered moth, with its speckled 
wings, evolves.

Slowly the darker moths 
survive and their children and 
grandchildren become better and 
better protected. 

The bold graphics illustrate the 
story perfectly, and it ends with 
readers being urged to spot 
moths in the wild and engages 
them in a little more formal 
history of the moth.

How to help 
your child 
start school 
confidently 

Starting reception is a big step, but it needn't 
be scary. DAISY FOX finds out how parents 
can act now to help prepare their children - 
and themselves - for a drama-free first day 


T HE summer is stretching 
out before us, promising 
long days playing in the 
sunshine, family picnics 
and trips to the park and 
the seaside. 

September seems like a lifetime 
away, so we roll our eyes at the Back 
to School ranges already in the 
supermarkets, bypassing the 
uniforms and lunch boxes in favour 
of barbecue fuel and a beach ball. 

However you don't have to wait 
until the trees show their first signs 
of autumn gold to prepare for the 
new term ahead. 

Many primary schools will be 
holding transitioning days this 
month for youngsters who will start 
their first year of school in 
September. Known as Reception or 
Foundation 2, it has a lot of similari¬ 
ties to nursery, playgroup or home. 

It is a continuation of a child's 
learning journey, building on the 
activities that he or she already 


enjoys such as crafts, construction 
toys, drawing, singing or make 
believe. 

In fact, children often get so 
wrapped up in their day-to-day 
activities at school that they barely 
notice the seeds of knowledge that 
are sprinkled in by their teachers 
- the academia that is sneaking up 
on them as they learn through play. 
Before you know it they are reading 
and writing. 

Starting school is both exciting 
and daunting for children, with a 
new classroom to explore, different 
teachers to meet and friends to 
make. It can be a difficult time for 
parents too, as everyone adjusts to 
their new routine. The idea might 
take a bit of getting used to, but 
there is plenty you can do over the 
summer to help prepare your child 
for the all-important first day.

environment and routine and give 
the teacher a chance to get to know 
the child and understand their 
current level of development.

Your 
child will pick up on your anxiety if you 
are running late, or cannot find their 
book bag in the morning. 

Establish a morning routine that 
includes a quick checklist of everything 
you'll need before you leave the house. 
At home time, talk to your child about 
their day, but don't expect too much 
feedback!

abuse when she was growing 
up. 

In one of the film’s most eye¬ 
opening sections, friends and 
family members go as far as to 
name the person they believe 
was responsible for shattering 
Houston’s childhood 
innocence. 

Equally sobering are on- 
camera interviews with her 
brothers, who recall taking 
drugs with Houston, and the 
inescapable feeling that no one 
in her entourage was willing to 
step forward and drag her back 
from the brink of oblivion 
when her gruelling touring 
schedule paid their wages. 

Houston’s parents, John and 
Cissy, cast a long shadow over 
her career and both figures are 
strong presences in 
Macdonald’s film. 

Euphoric live performances 
including her breath-taking 
rendition of The Star-Spangled 
Banner at the 1991 Super Bowl 
are a desperately sad reminder 
of the immense talent we all 
lost on February 11, 2012, 
when the singer accidentally 
drowned in a hotel room bath 
tub. 

The world will continue to 
dance with somebody at 
Houston’s behest. 

Her vocals soar to dizzying 
heights and Macdonald’s 
upsetting film follows her most 
of the way. 


WHITNEY (15) ★★★★★ 

M y first lingering 

memory of Whitney 
Houston was an 
infectious smile 
framed by tumbling 
curls of caramel hair telling me 
- and anyone who would listen 
- that she wanted to dance 
with somebody. 

The whole world danced 
with Houston in the summer 
of 1987, propelling her to the 
top of the charts in numerous 
countries including the UK. 

Staccato bursts of that 
rousing dance floor anthem 
open Kevin Macdonald’s 
revealing documentary, which 
arrives one year after Nick 
Broomfield and Rudi Dolezal’s 
poignant film Whitney: Can I 
Be Me. 

The two portraits of doomed 
musical genius share some 
narrative threads including the 
importance of best friend 
Robyn Crawford to Houston’s 
well-being, and the spiral of 
self-destruction which 
followed her marriage to bad 
boy singer Bobby Brown. 

Macdonald’s heart-breaking 
film is the only account of 
Houston’s life and career 
officially supported by her 
estate and includes original 
studio recordings and never- 
before-seen footage alongside 
five performances recorded by 


the late singer. 

The Scottish director of One 
Day In September has been 
granted unrivalled access to 
the family’s archives and he 
lovingly assembles personal 
home movie footage, which 
reveals the humour and the 
anguish behind the polished 
stage persona. 

Whitney shows boundless 
affection for its luminous 
subject but Macdonald’s 
absorbing film is by no means 
a hagiography: unflattering 
images of Houston in a stupor 


are juxtaposed with one of her 
latter performances when she 
failed to hit the high notes in 
her cover version of I Will 
Always Love You. 

There are strong echoes of 
the deeply moving, Oscar- 
winning documentary Amy as 
a glittering star falls back to 
Earth with a sickening thud. 

What sets apart this 
meticulous sift through family 
albums from other character 
studies is the suggestion that 
Houston’s downfall may have 
been precipitated by child

SWIMMING WITH MEN (12A ) ★★★★★ 

INSPIRED by a true story, director Oliver Park¬ 
er’s feelgood comedy treads a lot of dramatic 
water before a rousing finale, which affirms the 
power of friendship to heal deep emotional 
wounds. 

Swimming With Men follows a group of dis¬ 
illusioned husbands, widowers and singletons, 
who discover camaraderie, courage and a sense 
of belonging as a ramshackle synchronised 
swimming team. 

Screenwriter Aschlin Ditta wades through syr¬ 
upy sentiment festooned with familiar plot 
points to reach a fist-pumping resolution, 
which includes underwater shots of a 
homegrown cast putting their best feet forward 
(and in the air) in pursuit of sporting glory. 

The Full Monty is an obvious template but 
Parker’s film lacks the rich characterisation, 
bountiful good humour and lump-in-the-throat 
emotion, which carried the stripping Sheffield 
steelworkers all of the way to the Oscars red 
carpet. 

There are some touching moments bubbling 
beneath the surface of Ditta’s script but back 
stories are painfully undernourished and a 
romantic subplot between one of the men and 
the team’s straight-talking female coach is 
insipid. 

Regardless, only a stone-cold heart would be 
unmoved by the team’s sprightly final perform¬ 
ance in front of the judge. 

Eric (Rob Brydon) is a mild-mannered account¬ 
ant in the midst of a suffocating midlife crisis. 
His councillor wife Heather (Jane Horrocks) 
seems smitten with her boss (Nathaniel Parker) 
and Eric struggles to connect to his teenage son 
Billy (Spike White). 

The only time Eric feels he can draw breath is 
when he is swimming laps at a public pool in 
his lunch hour. 

During one of these stress-reducing workouts, 
Eric meets Ted (Jim Carter), Luke (Rupert 
Graves), Colin (Daniel Mays), Tom (Thomas 
Turgoose), Kurt (Adeel Akhtar), Silent Bob 
(Chris Epson) and New Guy (Ronan Daly), who 
have formed their own synchronised swimming 
team. 

Professional swimmer Susan (Charlotte Riley) 
encourages the men to compete in the unof¬ 
ficial world championships where they would 
face the reigning Swedish champions led by her 
ardent admirer Jonas (Christian Rubeck). 
Following four weeks of intense training by 
Susan, Eric and co prepare to represent Great 
Britain in Milan. 

Swimming With Men is a gently effervescent 
tale of male bonding that promises more than 
it ultimately delivers. 

Brydon struggles to mine humour from a flimsy 
script and his on-screen chemistry with Hor¬ 
rocks is inert, undermining the impact of a fairy 
tale coda. 

Parker’s film works hard to stay afloat and, 
thanks to a trim running time, keeps its head 
above water to the end credits.

B almy summer nights, 
dancing outdoors with 
friends - maybe 
strangers too - as the 
sweet sound of live 
music electrifies the great 
outdoors. Yes, the festival 
season is well and truly upon 
us. 

Here in Essex as excitement 
is building about RiZE, the 
successor to V, there are two 
other festivals in the county 
that also worth watching out 
for. 

Back, even bigger and better 
and expanded to three days for 
its third year is Now That’s A 
Festival at Dagenham’s Central 
Park on August 24-26. 

And for the first time this 
year the organisers of that 
event are staging the two-day 
Springfest at the Springhouse 
Club Sports Field in 
Corringham on September 1-2. 

Both, it has to be said, offer 
terrific value for money 
considering the notable names 
appearing on the bill 


“The original festival was a 
90s, cheesy kind of pop festival 
reliving 90s music,” explained 
Now That’s a Festival digital 
and marketing manager Alex 
Moore, “but over the last few 
years we’ve added extra days as 
it’s grown in popularity.” 

As a result this year’s event 
features three full days, each 
with its own distinctive feel. 

Friday’s emphasis is on 
garage and house with Artful 
Dodger, Shola Ama, General 
Fevy, Df Fuck & MC Neat and 
Kele le Roc among those on 
stage. 

Saturday is 90s pop day 
when the headliner is 
Westlife’s Shane Filan, with 
Vengaboys, 5ive, East 17, A1 
and former Sugarbabe Mutya 
Buena also performing. 

And on Sunday it’s the turn 
of Dru Hill featuring Sisqo, 
Blackstreet, Fatman Scoop, The 
Honeyz and plenty more as the 
focus shifts to R ‘n’ B. 

“The festival is something 
people are looking forward to 


months in advance,” said Alex. 
“We’ve got a big social media 
presence and when we ran a 
competition to win backstage 
passes, it just went mad. 

“Blue and Peter Andre have 
played in past, so we’ve always 
had artists that people know. 
Shane Filan will do some 
Westlife songs so there will be 
plenty of people singing along 
to them. 

“The Sunday night is a new 
one for us this year as we’re 
getting a lot of big American R 
‘n’ B acts. It’s a first for Essex, 
getting so many artists like this 
together.” 

The popularity of festivals 
has rocketed in the past few 
years and it’s expected that 
around 15-20,000 people will 
attend over the three days. 

“It’s not just the music, it’s 
the festival vibe,” said Alex. 
“The food, the drink, meeting 
up with friends - the whole 
experience. That’s what has 
grown massively.” 

Springfest meanwhile will be 


more of a family festival. 

Day one is headlined by 
reggae stars Aswad, famous for 
their No 1 hit Don’t Turn 
Around, with The Dualers also 
among those on the bill. 

Top acts on the second day 
are Eurovision winners The 
Fizz (they’d still be called 
Bucks Fizz if the only member 
not in the current line-up 
hadn’t claimed the name), soul 
singer Kenny Thomas and 70s 
hitmakers The Real Thing. 

“It’s a brand-new, family fun 
festival,” explained Alex. “It’s 
about families going out and 
enjoying themselves. 

“There will also be lots of 
local acts playing during the 
day and it’s very much about 
communities and families. 
There’s going to be a 
fairground, face painting and a 
bouncy castle too.”

1. Put the chicken into 
a bowl, add half a 
teaspoon of turmeric 
and mix until all the 
chicken is covered. 
Place a large saucepan 
on the hob on a 
medium to high heat 
and add the oil. Fry the 
chicken in batches, 
until cooked and 
brown around the 
edges. Put back into the 
bowl and set aside. 

2. Add a little extra oil, 
about a tablespoon, to 
the pan. Add the garlic,

onion and salt and 
cook until the onion is 
soft - 10-15 minutes. 

3. Add the cumin, chilli 
flakes and the other 
half a teaspoon of 
turmeric and cook for a 
few minutes. 

4. Add the grapefruit 
juice and zest, along 
with the browned 
chicken. Mix through, 
then add the hot water. 

5. Stir in the cornflour/ 
water mixture, cover 
the pan with a lid and 
cook for 30 minutes. 

6. Meanwhile, put the 
couscous into a bowl 
and stir in the salt. Put 
the butter on top. Pour 
in boiling water until it 
reaches about 1cm 
above the couscous. 
Cover, then set aside so 
that the couscous can 
soak up the water. 

7. When the chicken 
stew is cooked, take it 
off the heat and add the 
parsley. Serve the stew 
with the couscous. 


Nadiya's breaking | 
all the rules now i 


Bake Off winner Nadiya Hussain is putting her 
own twist on traditional recipes. She tells 
ELLA WALKER that food is meant to be fun 




ADIYA HUSSAIN is a 
total rule-breaker these 
days. "I'm a part of two 
very different worlds - 
I'm British and I'm 
Bangladeshi," the 33-year-old 
explains, "and because I'm part 
of these two amazing worlds, I 
have no rules and no 
restrictions." 

Hence why, three years on 
from winning Great British Bake 
Off, the Luton-born home cook 
is back with a new cookbook and 
accompanying BBC series, 
Nadiya's Family Favourites, in 
which she comprehensively 
"demolishes" the pork pie. 

In fact, she's entirely 
reimagined the classic picnic 
snack, and gone and stuffed a 
hot water crust pastry case with a 
samosa filling. 

"I've taken the pork 
out and put the 
samosa in," she says, 
giddy on her own 
culinary power. "I 
have no rules, and 
because I have no 
respect whatsoever 
for tradition, I can do 
whatever I want, and 
that's why I feel so 
lucky." 

This recipe collection also sees 
her flip a baked cheesecake 
upside down, make a single 
eclair into a colossal cakey-roll, 
invent a fish finger lasagne 
(really!), swap the prawn in 
prawn toast for chicken, and 
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'spike' a dish of macaroni cheese 
with piccalilli - the woman's a 
maverick. 

However, her approach to 
clashing and mixing flavours and 
food-based institutions has 
triggered some tutting and 
huffing. She attracted criticism 
from the "Cornish pasty police" 
after she made some packed 
with lamb, apple and peas. 

"I got a massive telling off," she 
says, with an equally massive 
grin. "What's wrong with 
changing things around and 
making them taste different? 

"There's nothing wrong with 
that. I'm not saying it's the 
original, I'm just saying it's a 
different version of it, and I think 
people are just scared that it 
might be better than the 
original." 

Food, Nadiya says, 
is meant to be fun and 
experimented with. 

"It's an expression 
of love. Why not mess 
about with it? It's fun 
and it's exciting; food 
is meant to bring joy 
and happiness - and 
bring families 
together." 

She might be all 
about breaking rules in the 
kitchen, but she does have rules 
when it comes to sitting down to 
dinner. 

"There's one rule in our house 
and it is: 'This is not a restaurant, 
you will eat what you're given! 
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"That's it, so if you don't eat 
what you're given, then you go to 
bed hungry, it's as simple as 
that." 

It's tough love, but Nadiya 
doesn't feel guilty if her trio of 
kids - Musa, Dawud and Maryan 
- refuse to eat what's available. 

"I feel a bit bad that they didn't 
eat, but they've learnt through 
time that I am not messing 
around." 

Luckily, she and husband 
Abdal have managed to produce 
children that aren't fussy-eaters, 
so much so that the week before 
we chat, she had all three 
begging her to dole out fragrant 
bowlfuls of fish head curry. 

"They were all over it like, 
'Mummy! Please can we have 
that right now?' I was like, 'No, 
that's tomorrow's dinner, I've just 
cooked it early, you've got to 
have this instead,' and they're 
like, 'No, no, no, please, please, 
please can we have it?' They just 
love fish head curry - and tripe!" 

Tripe is not fashionable. Tripe 
is white, blubbery, cow stomach. 
Tripe cannot compete with the

likes of fish fingers and pizza 
when it comes to child-friendly 
food - right? 

"They love tripe!" Nadiya 
promises. "Cook it down slowly 
for six hours, get it really soft -1 
cook it with a bit of vanilla just to 
get rid of some of the smells, 
some vegetables, then I take it 
out, pat it dry, cover it in flour 
and egg, then I crisp it up and 
slice it." She serves it in a curry 
sauce with rice, and convincingly 
makes tripe sound delicious. 

Plus, it's "cheap as chips" and 
when it comes to costs, as well as 
health, Nadiya is ever aware. 

"Everything in moderation... I 
can cook all the food that I cook, 
but we have balance and that's 
really important," she says. 

"I shouldn't feel guilty for 
cooking the things that I love, or 
that my family love. We eat, we 
enjoy it, we have balance - why 
not?"

THE expression "oooh, its 
summer in a glass" can be 
over-used but I'll drop it here, 
right now, because I can. 

I'm feeling quite smug because 
I shared some summer drinking 
ideas with friends and (for your 
benefit) we did a bit of "proper 
tasting" with a few wines. 

There's nothing better than 
introducing people to new wine, 
then watch their faces light up. 

"Oooh it's summer in a 
glass" said one pal as she 
sipped Louis Jadot 
Beaujolais Villages 2016 
(RRP: £11.70, Tesco, Wine 
Rack, 12.5% abv). 

Beaujolais red wines are 
made in a way which keeps 
the fruit notes, from the 
gamay grape, youthful and 
fruity with strawberries, 
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raspberries and red fruit. 

My pals loved this wine's 
tumbling red fruits, fresh and 
jammy, unctuous, rich with fruit 
but light in sensation. It is 
indeed, summer in a glass. 

There are tiers of importance 
in the Beaujolais appellation and 
Beaujolais Villages (our Louis 
Jadot bottle) is the second 
level, above the basic 
Beaujolais AC. The third tier 
is the Beaujolais Crus - the 
class acts - which are 10 
villages with their own 
distinctive tastes. 


Look out for Fleurie, one of the 
lightest in style, which is my 
favourite. We tried Fleurie from 
Marks & Spencer (£11.50, 13% 
abv) - ripe and fruity with a 
lightness of touch - but agreed 
the Jadot had the edge in the 
"that's nice" satisfaction factor. 

Over to a couple of whites 
which we enjoyed on our little 
tasting night. 

Esk Valley Verdelho _ 

2017 (RRP £13.75, 
thewine reserve.co.uk, 14% 1 
abv) is a traditional Jl 

Portuguese variety given a J 
New Zealand twist by 
grapes grown in the 
Gimbletts Gravel region of 
Hawkes Bay. It has tropical 
aromas of mandarins and 
peaches and a peep of 
lemon. To taste, all those 
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fruits appear again, with a zesty 
finish and a slight dash of spice 
(from somewhere). 

Finally, we popped over to 
South Africa in our summer 
sipping safari and Creation 
Wines Viognier 2017 (£14.50, 
winetrust100.co.uk, 14.5% 
abv). Ah, this is creme fraiche 
with an excitement of peaches 
and apricot. The stone fruit 
aromas are so enticing; fresh, 
fresh, fresh. There's a frisson of 
spice - perhaps a dash of 
five-spice - which tickles the 
senses. The palate is inviting, as 
those same fresh fruits add more 
layers to your enjoyment. 

■ Also in my glass... I made the 
very summery Pink Limonata 
with the new Malfy Gin Rosa 
(£27.95, 31dover.com). Well, 
when I say I made it, I asked my 


friend to do it because 
she's not as clumsy as 
me. The Italian gin is 
produced just outside 
Turin and is distilled with 
the peel of Sicilian pink 
grapefruits, Italian 
juniper, rhubarb, and four 
other botanicals. My friend is just 
discovering gins and she loved its 
fresh citrus bite. 

Back to the limonata which is 
two parts Malfy Gin Rosa, one 
part limoncello, topped up with 
three parts soda; except we went 
a bit sideways and preferred 
tonic water. Add a finishing 
flourish with a wedge of lime and 
a raspberry. Very, very tasty.

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INGREDIENTS: 

1 butternut squash (1.5kg, 
prepared weight 900g); 5tbsp 
olive oil; 2 cloves of garlic, 
crushed; 2.5cm of fresh ginger, 
peeled and chopped; Itsp salt; 

Itsp chipotle chilli flakes; lltr 
vegetable stock; lOOg orzo pasta 
To serve: 50g watercress, finely 
chopped (plus extra, unchopped, 
for the top); 1 lime, zest only; 
balsamic vinegar, to drizzle 

METHOD: 

1. Prepare the squash by 
cutting off the top and 
base, so you have a stable 
surface at either end. Cut 
into four equal pieces and 
peel away the outer skin. 
Remove the seeds and 
chop the flesh into 2.5cm 
pieces. 

2. Put the chopped butternut 
squash into a microwave- 
safe bowl and cover the top 
with cling film, making sure 
to secure the edges. 

3. Microwave the squash on 
high for 10 minutes. This 
could take a few minutes 
longer or a few minutes less, 
depending on the strength of 
your microwave. I would 
check on it at eight minutes 
and then keep going in one 




minute bursts. You will know 
the squash is ready if, when 
you press it, it gives way 
easily. Remove the cling film 
and set the squash aside. 

This step will save lots of 
time. 

4. Put the oil in a large 
saucepan on a medium heat. 
When it’s hot, add the garlic 
and ginger and cook for just 
a few minutes, until the garlic 
is golden. 
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BUTTERNUT PASTA SOUP 


WITH WATERCRESS 


(SERVES 4) 


5. Add the cooked squash to 
the pan and stir to coat it 
with the garlic and ginger. 
Season with salt and add the 
chilli flakes. Pour in the 
vegetable stock and cook on 
a medium heat for about 20 
minutes. 

6. Take the pan off the heat 
and blend the mixture to a 
smooth soup, using a stick 
blender. 

7. Now put the mixture back 
into the pan, add the orzo, 
and cook for about 10 
minutes on a medium to low 
heat, until the pasta has 
cooked. 

8. Take off the heat. Serve in 
bowls, with the watercress, 
lime zest and a drizzle of 
balsamic vinegar. 
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ECLAIR ROLL 


(SERVES 4-6) 


INGREDIENTS: 

For the choux pastry: 200ml 
water; 85g unsalted butter, plus 
extra for greasing; Itbsp caster 
sugar; a pinch of salt; 115g 
plain flour, sifted; 3 medium 
eggs, beaten 
For the filling: 300ml 
whipping cream; 2tbsp icing 
sugar; Itsp vanilla bean paste; 
4tbsp salted caramel; 

For the ganache: 200g dark 
chocolate; 100ml double cream; 
lOOg milk chocolate, shaved 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/180°C fan/gas mark 6. 
Lightly grease a baking tray 
and line it with baking paper. 

2. To make the pastry, put 
the water, butter, 
sugar and salt into a 
pan on a medium to 
high heat. Just barely 
bring to the boil, so 
the sugar and butter 
dissolve, then turn 
the heat down and 
drop the flour in in 
one go. Stir straight 
away and keep going, 
to avoid lumps. The mixture 
should look smooth and 
come away from the sides of 
the pan as you mix it. 


3. Take off the heat. Add the 
eggs a little at a time, mixing 
after each addition. It will 
look like it is separating, but 
keep mixing - it will come 
together. Keep going until 
the eggs are used up and the 
dough is 
smooth. 

4. Pour the 
mixture into the 
centre of the 
tray. Using an 
offset spatula or 
the back of a 
spoon, spread 
the mixture to a 
rectangle 
shape, roughly 20x30cm. Wet 
your fingers and pat down 
any peaks then cook in the 
oven for 30 minutes. 


5. Have a clean tea towel 
ready, then take the roll out 
of the oven and turn it out 

onto it. Roll up the pastry 
from the shorter end, using 
the tea towel to help - 
being sure to roll up the tea 
towel inside the pastry too. 
Leave for 20mins to cool. 

6. For the filling, whip cream 
to soft peaks with the icing 
sugar and vanilla bean paste. 

7. For the ganache, chop the 
dark chocolate and put it 
into a bowl. Warm the cream 
in a pan, being careful not to 
let it boil. As soon as it comes 
to the boil, take it off the heat 
and pour onto the chocolate. 
Mix until the chocolate has 
melted completely. 

8. Unroll the pastry and 
spread the cream all over. 
Drizzle over the salted 
caramel. Re-roll the pastry, 
starting from the shorter end 
as before (this time don't 
wrap up the tea towel - tea 
towels are not tasty). 

9. Put the roll on a serving 
plate and spread the ganache 
on top. Sprinkle shavings of 
milk chocolate over and 
leave in the fridge when you 
are not eating it. If it makes it 
to the fridge at all, that is!

but they do have at least one thing going for them 


Ruff justice: Dogs can 
cause breakages and all 
manner of other damage 
around the home - and in 
the great outdoors too 


D ogs are man's 
best friend. 
Owners love 
their canine 
pals - often 
getting up 
early in the 
morning to 

ensure Fido gets exercised. 

But when it comes to your 
property - or that of your 
neighbours - sometimes those 
four-legged friends can be less 
cuddly, causing all sorts of havoc 
around the home. 

Nature did not design dogs to 
live in flats and houses. Lively 
dogs don't like enclosed spaces, 
and shutting them in can be a 
recipe for disaster. 

Home insurance firm Admiral 
has looked at claims for the past 
five years and found "hundreds of 
incidents" where dogs were to 
blame for breakages and worse. 

You have to multiply that 
number many times over for a 
couple of reasons. 

Firstly, because other insurers 
will also have similar claims. 

Then there are all the other dog- 
related incidents which are never 
reported - either because it's not 
worth the bother as the renewal 
would reflect the claim or it's 
below the excess, the first slice of a 
claim which the policyholder 
pays. 

Admiral says its highest single 
claim was not for a frustrated dog 
but for a sick one - £3,000 to

replace a valuable carpet 
ruined by vomit. Doggy 
stains are frequent - and 
you can claim under many 
accidental damage clauses. 

Another frequent 
accident is where 
enthusiastic dogs want to 
see your laptop pictures - 
they leap up and knock over 
the machine or cause a 
drink to spill over it. 

Even the biggest dog fan 
knows sometimes their 
canine friends can be a bit 
daft. Big dogs in small 
places can smash mirrors, 
glass doors, and windows 
- or knock over television 
sets. Some have even eaten 
owner's glasses or hearing aids. 

It's not just dogs, though, other 
household animals can damage 
property. Rabbits can bite through 
wires, while cats ruin furniture 
with scratching. But these do not 
count as accidents and rarely 
succeed as claims against 
insurance companies. 

Outside the home, dogs can 
continue to be responsible for 
damage - anything from wrecking 
the neighbour's flower beds to 
causing an accident when running 



over a road. Owners are 
responsible for dogs when out of 
the house and while many pet 
insurance policies cover claims 
from others, allowing a dog onto a 
road without a lead could be 
considered negligence. 

Insurance companies like dogs 
in one respect, however, because 
even a little dog barking can deter 
burglars and vandals from 
entering your home. 

That could be more than 
enough to balance any damage 
they might cause. 


TOP TIPS 


■ Ask how big that adorable puppy will 
grow. Small dogs are best unless you 
have a large space in your home. 

■ Ensure your dog is trained. There 
are classes in almost every area - 
sometimes free. The Association of 
Pet Dog Trainers (apdt.co.uk) is one 
place to start your search. 

■ Dogs need lots of exercise. The more 
you walk them, the less they will feel 
the need to crash around your home. 


■ Keep dogs out of the kitchen. 
Jumping up to get meat cooking on 
the hob causes many accidents. 

■ Don't leave phones or glasses lying 
around. Even the best behaved dog 
can ruin them in its mouth because it 
thinks you want these things brought 
to you. 

■ Keep your dog on a lead when in 
public places. It can be illegal to let 
them run free.

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Eight s imp le steps 
to change a plug 


D o you see yourself 
as a bit of a 
handyman or 
woman? Or are 
you more of a 
DIY disaster? 

According to a 
new survey by 
home heating oil supplier Emo Oil, 
more than half of UK adults admit 
they would call an expert before 
attempting to fix a DIY issue in their 
home themselves. 

According to the poll, changing a 
plug is the top DIY debacle, with 67% 
saying they wouldn't know how to do 
the job themselves. 

Finding a damaged plug in your 
home is a very common occurrence, 
however, and sorting it out is actually 
a relatively easy task that most people 
would be capable of, with a bit of 
know-how and the right tools. 

"Changing a plug is a fairly 
straightforward job but, as always, use 
common sense and be wary," says 
Carl Meredith from MyJobQuote. 
co.uk, a website that enables people to 
search for local tradespeople in their 
area. "Safety needs to come first, and 
of course, if you're not sure, call in the 
professionals." 

Want to learn how to change a plug? 
Firstly, you'll need a suitable 
screwdriver, and although this is a 
straightforward task, remember 
you're working with electrics here - so 
pay attention and follow the 
instructions to a T! 

The wires are coloured differently, 
so you know what goes where. 

DIY expert and TV presenter Jo 
Behari (jobehari.co.uk), talks us 
through a step-by-step guide...

of the plug." 


2 LOOSEN THE BAR 

"Once open, 
you will see a fuse, 
three terminals 
with small screws 
on, and a small bar 
at the bottom that's 
also held in by 
screws. 

"Foosen this bar, 
because this is where the 
wires need to enter the plug:

UNSCREW THE PLUG 

"Unscrew and remove the cover 


3 REMOVE THE WIRES 

"Unscrew all of the terminals to 
loosen the wires so you can remove 
them. Do not remove the terminal 
screw completely, just loosen it until 
the wire can be pulled out. 

"Note that if you're changing a 
factory-fitted plug, you'll need to cut 
the wires, because factory-fitted 
plugs are fused, which means the 
casing can't be unscrewed to allow 
you to access the terminals.” 

4 TRIM THE WIRES 

"If you do have to cut the wires, or 
if they look a bit straggly at the ends, 
you'll need to cut them back a bit so 
that you're working with neat ends. 
Use wire cutters for this. 

"You should strip roughly 0.5-lcm 
off the end of the blue, brown and 


striped wires, so that the copper 
insides are clearly visible. 

5 RE-WIRE THE PLUG 

"Pass the wires through the hole 
or space at the bottom of the new 
plug, unscrewing any wire holders 
that may keep the wire in place, and 
then insert each wire into the correct 
terminal (they should be labelled). 

"You may have to twist the ends 
together, so you don't have frayed 
ends sitting outside the terminals. 

"You may also find it easier to 
remove the fuse if there is one in 
place, to give you more room to work."

6 TIDY IT ALL UP 

"Screw the terminal screws down, to remove it to do this. 

If the pins that stick into the socket "Ensure there is no copper wire 

are removable, you may find it easier exposed outside of the terminal." 


^7SCREW ON THE WIRE HOLDER 

L "Lay all the wires flat into 
their channels, and screw the 
wire holder at the bottom back 
down.” 

8 FINISHING TOUCHES 

"Insert the fuse, if you 
removed it to work with more 
space while refitting the wires, 
and screw the cover back on. 
Make sure the cover is screwed 
on nice and tight." 


Got that? If so - 
congratulations! You're now 
one step closer to becoming a 
dab hand at DIY. 

Don't blame us if your friends start 
calling you next time they need a plug 
changed though...

2. Choose tiles that are easy to 
maintain and they will look better 
for longer. 

3. Consider carefully where the tile 
will be used; stain-resistant tiles are 
a must in a dining area for example. 

4. No room is off limits to tiles. 

5. If cladding a wall with 
large format tiles, always get a 
professional to check it is suitable 
to take the weight. 


THE FEATURE WALL 

Bold paint colours and patterned wallpaper 
have previously been the go-tos when it 
comes to feature walls. Now there's a new 
kid on the block. 3D and textured tiles hit 
the interiors market a few years ago and 
have been huge ever since. They are 
effortlessly chic, and really bring walls to 
life. 

The thought of creating your own work of 
art from tiles can be daunting, so for first- 
timers I would recommend keeping it 
simple. Choose a square tile with an 
effortless pattern, such as a sweeping curve, 
forgo any attempt at a planned layout and 
hang in a haphazard manner. It will create a 
unique wall covering bespoke to your home. 


OTHER AREAS 

You might think tiles in the living room, 
dining area or bedroom would be a little 
cold, but not with the wealth of tiles now 
available. The choice in endless, and you can 
use them to great effect. 

Flooring wise, a patterned tile can be used 
to frame specific furnishings or create 
'zones' within an open plan living area. It 
also draws attention meaning you can leave 
walls relatively simple. Just remember when 
choosing to pick something classic, not 
something you will fall out of love with in a 
few years. Tiling a floor is a big job and not 
something you'll want to repeat too many 
times. 

The bedroom is the room which allows 


you more freedom so anything goes. One 
of my favourite looks here is when different 
textural tiles from the same collection are 
used across the entire room; on both the 
walls and the floors. This looks particularly 
good in wood or stone effects. Not only 
does it give the room a unified look but by 
using different tiles from the same 
collection you can create points of interest 
which truly draw the eye.

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FIRST DRIVE: Dacia Duster Comfort SCe 115 by David Ward 



R omanian car maker Dacia has come 
a long way since it was taken over 
by Renault nineteen years ago when 
at the time they were making the 
old, rear-engined, rear wheel-drive 
Renault 8 under licence and calling it the 
Dacia 1100. 

Thanks to subsequent model development 
courtesy of the French car maker Dacia has 
quietly established itself here - they’ve sold 
over 120,000 car in the past five years - so 
much so today that it’s a recognised brand 
that offers motorists affordable new cars, 
well equipped and economical to run all 
with Renault’s proven engineering 
underpinning. 

Extraordinary rising sales at the bottom 
end of the market has made Dacia a force to 
be reckoned with and now, again with the 
help of Renault, they’ve moved their game 
on further with the arrival this month of a 
new version of their small SUV, the five-door 
Duster. 

Keeping it typically Dacia style - simple 
and no-nonsense - the model line-up 
remains the same with four trim levels and a 
choice of either two- or four-wheel-drive 
and a bargain starting price of £9,995. 

Unlike those way back earlier day Dacia 
there’s nothing cheap and nasty about this 
new Duster which is far more refined in 
terms of ride and comfort with more 
standard equipment on board and they are 
quieter too with interior noise levels 
dramatically cut by a half. 


Although still sitting on the previous 
platform and with the same compact 
dimensions there’s certainly a more 
aggressive, muscular and modern look about 
the car’s body while Dacia claim that not 
one body panel has been carried over. 

There’s the usual grille at the front, now 
extended to the headlights at each far corner 
making it look wider than last time around 
and all models have new, black aluminium 
roof bars along with more prominent wheel 
arches which are edged in black making it 
look overall more of an off-road vehicle. 

It’s inside though where the most 
significant changes/improvements have 
been made and which includes a totally 
revamped dashboard with a higher centre 
console that’s better positioned for the 
driver that contains a multimedia touch 
screen for much easier use. 

The big plus factor inside are the 
redesigned seats now with more foam that 
gives far better lumbar and seats with 
adjustable support and they are excellent 
and far better than in any rival models. 

True, the old seats front and back were a 
bit on the flimsy side but these new ones are 
so much better while the overall ambience 
of the interior has been improved with 
better quality furnishings and fittings, 
including smart graphite cloth upholstery 
with a leather steering wheel. 

The other major plus point is the vastly 
improved ride and comfort quality of the car 
where it’s much quieter out on the road, 


thanks to improved sealants and a slightly 
thicker windscreen, and tweaks to the 
suspension too. 

In terms of engines there’s again a choice 
of two - a 1.6-litre 115bhp petrol or a 1.5- 
litre 115bhp diesel - and likewise a common 
five-speed manual gearbox on two-wheel- 
drive models or on the 4x4 version a six- 
speed manual gearbox. 

The four trim levels start with the Access 
which has 16-inch steel wheels and electric 
front windows and then moving up to the 
Essential (prices starting at £11,595) which 
has extras like air conditioning, DAB radio 
with steering column mounted controls and 
Bluetooth. 

Move up to Comfort (prices starting at 
£13,195) and buyers get 16-inch alloy 
wheels, rear parking camera and sensors, 
heated and electrically adjustable door 
mirrors, the seven-inch multimedia sat nav 
system and all round electric windows. 

The range topping Prestige (prices from 
£14,395) sits on 17-inch alloy wheels and has 
multi-view camera, blind spot warning and 
climate control. 

All versions have power steering, ECO 
mode along with stop/start, gearshift 
indicator, anti-lock brakes, electronic control 
and traction control but disappointingly for 
some drivers only an emergency spare wheel 
is being offer on the 4x4 models. 

This new version has the same boot space 
as before (445 litres for the 2WDs and 376 
litres for the 4x4s) and inside the cabin there 


are plenty of cubby holes for the usual 
storage for families on the move. 

This latest Duster does mark a significant 
all over improvement over the previous 
original model and with the subtle changes 
made in effect give it more of an up-market 
feel about but of course still retaining that 
crucial factor of being affordable 

Briefly driving the Comfort model with its 
price of £13,195 it proved to be competent, 
certainly comfortable and cosy whilst for the 
driver it was remarkably quiet, with a decent 
and efficient petrol engine that returns just 
over 43mpg on a steady cross-country 150 
mile or so test run. 

As for which one to buy that’s down to 
individual needs and finance but this 
Comfort model seems extraordinary good 
value for the money.

J AGUAR is about to 
start its electronic 
revolution and I 
have just become 
one of the first to 
sample the company's new 
all-electric I-PACE - for a 
fantastic 15 minutes. 

The stunning I-PACE has a 
top speed of 124mph and a 0 
to 60 acceleration time of 4.5 
seconds while producing 
zero emissions. 

Penned by Scot Ian Callum 
Jaguar's director of design 
the futuristic I-PACE has no 
European rivals at present 
and is more than a match for 
the Tesla competition. 

Moreover, the I-PACE has 
a potential range of almost 
300 miles on a single charge 
putting Jaguar at the 
forefront of current battery 
technology. 

Ian Callum told me he has 
always wanted to produce a 
vehicle with a ‘cabin 
forward’ design theme and 
short front overhang and the 


I-PACE provided the 
opportunity. 

It sits in between the E- 
PACE and the top selling F- 
PACE, and the design means 
that there is an astonishing 
amount of room inside as 
well as a 656 litre boot - 
extending to 1,453 if you 
collapse the rear seats - and 
space for 25 litres more 
under the bonnet. 

It sits on giant 22-inch 
wheels and has a striking on 
road presence while still 
being clearly a Jaguar. 

It is powered by two 
electric motors - one on 
each axle - with a combined 
400ps and 696Nm of torque 
on tap. The power is instant 
when you touch the pedal 
and the smooth acceleration 
takes your breath away. 

The 90kWh battery pack is 
situated at the bottom of the 
car helping to create a low 
centre of gravity and 
boosting the grip. 

It can be charged in just 45 


minutes from a rapid 
charger or around 10 hours 
from a normal socket. My 
time was limited because we 
did not have access to a 
rapid charger. 

Weighing it at some 2.13 
tonnes the Jaguar is hefty 
but considerably lighter than 
other similarly-sized electric 
vehicles and comes with a 


number of drag-reducing 
aerodynamics including 
active vanes in the front 
grille, retractable door 
handles and a rear roof- 
mounted spoiler. 

It is not being produced in 
the UK but alongside the E- 
PACE at Graz in Austria as 
part of JLR’s recent deal with 
Magna Steyr. 


Inside, the I-PACE is also 
futuristic with a new-look 
cockpit featuring the Touch 
Pro Duo twin screen display, 
a 12-inch multi-mode 
instrument panel and a 
head-up display for the 
driver. 

The I-PACE also makes use 
of the Alexa voice control 
service and comes with 


advanced technology which 
includes automated software 
updates and a predictive 
Artificial Intelligence system 
which can configure the 
vehicle to an individual’s 
preferences as they 
approach the car. 

As there is no transmission 
there is stacks of room and 
five adults can travel in real 
comfort as the car offers 
almost three feet of legroom 
in the rear. 

It looks great and is very 
practical but it is the 
effortless performance that 
really puts a smile on your 
face. It is so quiet that you 
really have to watch the 
speedo to see just how fast 
you are travelling and it is 
the first all electric car that I 
have really enjoyed driving. 

It goes on sale soon 
starting at £58,995 and its 
rakish good looks and 
superb technology will mean 
that Jaguar has another 
winner on its hands.

ROAD TEST: Suzuki Swift 1.0 Boosterjet SZ5 by Mike Torpey 





S ix weeks down the 
line and our Suzuki 
Swift is fast 
becoming one of the 
family. 

That's the sort of car the 
Swift is - one you can take to 
quickly and feel welcome 
and comfortable in its 
company. 

Given that this model is 
the top spec SZ5 it is still 
fairly basic in the cabin, 
majoring on the essentials 
rather than being awash with 
trendy-looking kit. 

And if we're being honest, 
you soon become so 
accustomed to the particular 
interior of a car that after the 
first few journeys you don't 
even notice it anyway. 

Just as well because the 
cabin is dominated by brittle 
black plastic that could do 
with more of a soft-touch. 

But the Swift is certainly a 
comfortable conveyance, 
with front seats that are easy 
to adjust plus fore and aft 
adjustment for the steering 
wheel. 

The principal controls are 


all accessible - in part due to 
a centre console turned five 
degrees towards the driver - 
robust and simple to 
operate. 

All Swift models come with 
a DAB radio plus Bluetooth, 
LED daytime running lights 
and electric front windows 
but the SZ5 adds a seven- 
inch colour touchscreen with 
Apple CarPlay, Android Auto 
and MirrorLink for 
smartphone integration 
along with the real boon of a 


reversing camera. 

You also get air-con, 16- 
inch polished alloy wheels, 
keyless entry and start, 
electric rear windows, LED 
headlamps, six speakers and 
Adaptive Cruise Control. 

Visibility, both front and 
back, is excellent too, as is 
the driving position while 
sat-nav is also a welcome 
inclusion to this flagship 
model. 

Slight improvements in 
both width and length 


compared to the previous 
Swift ensure more than 
adequate interior space, 
though it can be tight for 
three across the back. 

And stowage is well catered 


for, with a door bins capable 
of carrying a 500ml bottle, a 
shelf for cards and change, a 
pair of cupholders, a well 
behind the handbrake and a 
good sized glovebox. 


As for flexibility, the rear 
seats split and fold 60/40 
while the boot is on the 
small side, though 25 per 
cent bigger than before - fine 
for shopping, less so for golf. 
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I T’S been around for a 
couple of decades now. 
The shape may have 
changed, the power has 
increased but the recipe 
has remained constant. 

The Honda Civic Type R 
has always been a no- 
nonsense, seat-of-your-pants 
drive for the owner who puts 
performance and handling 
above creature comforts. 

Except now that formula 
has been slightly tweaked, 
allowing the Japanese 
answer to the GTi to have a 
slightly wider audience. 

Instead of a ride that’s 
harsh enough to rattle the 
fillings in your teeth, the 
fourth generation model has 
discovered a new 
compliance that means it is 
actually comfortable over 
decent surfaces and much 
more tolerant of Britain’s 
pock-marked and scarred 
roads. 

It couldn’t be accused of 
‘going soft’ because the 
damping remains resolutely 
firm with negligible body 
roll. Of course, if you lust 
after iron-man harshness 
throw the toggle switch on 
the transmission tunnel out 
of comfort and into Sport 
and you’ll enjoy - if that’s 
the right word - a serious 


stiffening of the suspension. 
The +R mode takes things a 
final step further but is 
recommended for mainly 
track use. 

So there’s little mistaking 
the Type R’s intent. With 
huge tail spoiler, side skirts 
and a deep front air dam 
complete with gaping air 
intakes it shouts its 
performance message loud 
and clear. And with 316bhp 
available from the 2.0-litre 
turbocharged engine the 
promise is fulfilled in spades. 

Just to put things in 
perspective, it will hit 
1 OOmph in little more than 
12 seconds, passing 62mph 
in just 5.7 seconds. Top 
speed is given at 169mph. A 
few years back, this would 
have been supercar territory. 
And even today, it will give a 
Porsche Boxster a good run 
for its money, despite being 
the best part of £20,000 
cheaper. 

Unlike most rivals with 
similar or greater power, the 
Honda is engineered with 
front drive alone. Despite the 
lack of all-wheel drive it’s 
easy to get away from the 
line smoothly and there’s 
little sign of steering-tug 
accelerating hard out of 
bends. 


Typically Honda, the VTEC 
engine is a high-rewer with 
the red line set at 7,200rpm. 
The power is constant and 
relentless with ample torque 
and a smooth flow of 
acceleration throughout the 
delivery. A tiny gear lever 
operates the short-throw six- 
speed box and is a pleasure 
to use as the engine spins 
through a symphony of 
sound. 

Steering, though obviously 
power assisted, is relatively 
heavy yet rewardingly 
precise. There’s not a huge 
amount of road feel though. 
And it pays when cornering 
fast to watch out for cursed 
potholes - it’s too easy to 
clip one and damage both 
the 45 profile tyres and those 
smart 20-inch alloys. 

Despite its huge driver 
appeal, the Type R is an 
immensely practical hatch. 
The boot is family-sized 
being capable of carrying 420 
litres of luggage and there’s 
genuinely enough room for 
four full-size adults in the 
comfortable cabin. Those in 
the front are accommodated 
in figure-hugging sports 
seats. 

Considering the abundant 
power, fuel consumption of 
close to 30mpg in normal 


running is pretty good. 

The GT version tested 
costs a couple of grand more 
but the spec includes dual 
zone air con, sat nav, better 


audio system and LED front 
fog lights. 

Few rivals can meld 
together so successfully the 
character of tearaway sports 


car and practical aspect of a 
hatchback. 

It’s good to see the legend 
living on in the current Type 
R.
